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California Congress Of 
Parents And Teachers 


In Immense Growth 


Edward T. Walker of@————— 


Mrs. 
Los Angeles, president-elect of 
the California Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers, will make a 
continuation of the fine work of 
the California Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers her major in- 
terest when she assumes her new 
duties June 1. ‘We want to dis- 
cover, develop, and encourage in 
this repidly growing state men 
and women who are sincerely con- 
cerned with the needs of boys and 
girls. We want leaders who are 
not influenced by misinformation, 
apathy, and indifference, but who 
will attack constructively and 
courageously every problem which 
in any way affects the life of 
children and youth, whether it 
k- child care, safety protection, 
health, legislation, home-school 
relations, or community respon- 
sibility said Mrs. Walker. 

The growth which has charac- 
terized the C.C.P.T. during 1949- 
50 is evidenced in the total mem- 
bership figure of 818,473, of 
whom 217,306 are men members. 
This represents an increase of 
56,987 over the preceding year. 
At the pre-convention State 
Board of Managers meeting in 
Santa Cruz, 48 new units were 
accepted with a charter member- 
ship of 2,585, bringing the total 
number of local associations in 
the state to 2,540. The Board 
authorized formation of a new 
Parent-Teacher district resulting 
from the division of Twenty-sixth 
District, which is now composed 
of Modoc and Lassen Counties, 
with Miss Allison King, an ele- 
mentary school teacher from 
Redding, as_ president. Mrs. 
Grant (Poulsen of Susanville, out- 
going president of the former 
Twenty-sixth District, will pre- 
side over the new Thirtieth Dis- 
trict, which claims Shasta and 
Trinity Counties as its territory. 

Well aware of the potential rep- 
resented by t membership fig- 
ures, Mrs. William B. McKesson, 
legislation chairman, presented 
Board members with a legislative 
digest which sums up the fate 
of bills receiving C.C.P.T. endorse- 
ment, which were presented at 
the recent legislative session. In 
presenting the digest, Mrs. Mc- 
kesson called attention to the fact 
that the names of all legislators 
are listed along with their vot- 
ing record on the specific meas- 
ures which are summarized. 

Pointing out that A.B.65 was 
the only bill defeated of those re- 
ceiving active P. T. A. support, 
Mrs. McKesson said, “Although 
there was some slight increase 
in school allotments and the ap- 
portionment of available funds 
was all right, what was passed 
at this session was not what we 
wanted. There has been no per- 
manent solution to the school sup- 
port program,” she emphasized, 
“and we can’t rest until that has 
been accomplished.” 

Directed by the convention 
theme, “What Heritage For Our 
Children?” members and guests 
of the Board of Managers heard 
Dr. J. Paul Leonard, president, 
San ‘Francisco State College, San 
Francisco, discuss, ‘“‘What I Want 
the School to Do For My Chil- 
dren.” Dr. Leonard sounded the 
keynote of all the main address- 
es by placing emphasis on inte- 
gral attitudes and spiritual and 
emotional values as against su- 
perficial learning and standards. 

“There is gold and good and 
true achievement in this world, 
and there is dross and fakery and 
sham. I want my child to be 
able to distinguish tthe differ- 
ence,” stated Dr. Leonard. ‘I 
want him not to be running af- 
ter lead and trying to see it for 
gold. What he believes I want 
him to have thought about; what. 
he accepts I want him to have 
adopted because !t will make him 
happy and successful.” 

Dr. C. C. Trillingham, Super- 
intendent of Los Angeles County 
Schools, stressed the educational 
imperatives necessary to meet the 
needs of children. He listed four: 
preciate the individual differences 
in our children; support of an ed- 
ucational program that will eqiup

boys and girls to face the chal- 
lenge of today’s world; under- 
standing of the facts basic to ade- 
qquate school financing; and pro- 
vision of a clean, out-of-doors en- 
vironment for children and youth. 

Mrs. Sidonie M. Gruenber, spe- 
cial consultant to the Child Study 
Association of America, evalu- 
ated the basic precepts which 
must be instilled in children if 
they are to assume their right- 
ful place in the sun. Her mess- 
age carried a charge to parents 
in this new and changing world— 
a charge to respect children as 
people, but to insist on a like 
respect from children, a charge to 
grow spiritually and mentally in 
order to meet the need of these 
young people whose greater ed- 
ucational and cultural opportuni- 
ties create a demand for more 
from life than their parents ex- 
pected. She cautioned parents to 
compensate to their families for 


the companionship of _ sisters, 
brothers, and cousins who have 
diminished in numbers due, in 


part, to our more urban life and 
resultant small families. This 
means full participation in school 
and community activities, with a 
responsibilitiy for shaping them. 
Above all, Mrs. Gruneberg sttess- 
ed the need for tolerance, a rec- 
ognition that, “people who do not 
behaave just as we do may also 
be nice — in their own way, of 
course.” 

How to live effectively was the 
topic discussed by Dr. Paul Wea- 
ver, Dean of Religious Living, 
Stephens College, Columbia, Mis- 
souri. Holding his audience en- 
thralled by his appeal for inner 
security, he told the 2,665 dele- 
gates that, “The kind of world 
our children will inherit is the 
kind which will require the great- 
est inner strenght and stability. 
Such qualities are created by 
building up physical, intellectual, 
and spiritual health, according to 
Dr. Weaver. Children must have 
initiative, self-respect, and con- 
fidence to develop wholesome at- 
titudes. Two of the most im- 
portant things to produce these 
attributess are a love that ac- 
cepts the child as he is, and a 
discipline which is based on an 
understanding of consequences. 

Reports from special and stand- 
ing committees etch a clear pic- 
ture of Congress activities which 
continue through the years as 
administrations come and go. Ba- 
sic evidence of the Congress’ con- 
tinuing interest in educational 
problems and personnel were to 
be found in reports on meetings 
with educationaal groups and ed- 
ucational projects supported by 


C.C.P.T. 
Mrs. Eugene Baker, student 
loan chairman, told convention 


delegates that during 1949-50, the 
25th anniversary year of the es- 
tablishment of the project, the 
Board of Managers granted $60,- 
305 in student loans. Since its 
inception, student loan has aided 
753 students with stipends total- 
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ling more than a quarter of a 
million dollars. 

Reporting on social work fel- 
lowships, Mrs. Claran Galloway, 
chairman, recommended a change 
in the pilot project to be set up 
at Chico State College. Origin- 
ally, five scholarships of $300 
each were granted for summer 
work during 1950. At the recom- 
mendation of the College, the 
grants were changed to yearly 
grants, which means that recip- 
ients will receive a year’s grad- 
uate work in counseling and guid- 
ance. 

Mrs. W. B. Phillips, exceptional 
child chairman for the State Con- 
gress, announced the winners of 
the ten Special Education fellow- 
ships to San Francisco State Col- 
lege for advanced study in the 
fields of teaching speech defec- 
tives; mentally retarded; cerebral 
palsied; and the deaf. Fellow- 
ships are for $750 and carry an 
obligation for the recipient to 
teach for two years in Califor- 
nia public schools within a per- 
iod of three years following grad- 
uation. Those receiving this year’s 
special teacher education grants 
are:

Presentations were made to Miss 
Miriaam Fawkes, member of the 
“California Parent - Teacher’ 
staff; Dr. Frank B. Lindsay, 
member of the secondary educa- 
tion division of the State De- 
partment of Education; and to 
Dr. Wilton L. Halverson, Direct- 
or, State Department of Public 
Health. 

California’s share in the build- 
ing of the Nationai Congress of 
Parents and Teachers headquar- 
ters in Chicago received a boost 
during convention under the lead- 
ership of Mrs. George Beanston, 
State chairman of the project. 
Introducing California’s ‘gold 
brick girl,’ Mrs. Gordon Wilkin- 
son, aassitant publicity chairman 
who was equipped with a tray 
full of miniature gold bricks made 
to wear on lapels, Mrs. Bean- 
ston told delegates that here was 
their chance to bebricklayers for 
the Headquarters building.

Delay Old Age 
In Lemon Storage 


The University of Cal nia 
has found a way of delaying old 


age in lemons. The youth lo- 
tions are two hormone weed kil- 


lers, 2,4,5-T and 2,4-D. 

Dr. William Stewart of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture in Riversic 
reports that treatments of lem- 
ons as they enter storage keep 
the fruists in young condition and 
delay maturity. He used various 
commerical weed-killing prepa- 
rations for his experiments 

“The use of these chemicals,” 
Stewart said, “‘is the best means 
now available for reducing black 
buttons and Alternaria rot of 
lemons in. storage.” 

The experiments are conducted 
in cooperation with the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange, On- 
iario.
